develop a non-human primate model of tuberculosis that resembles human tuberculosis. We infect cynomolygus monkeys 
with virulent M. tuberculosis. In a subset of animals, the disease progresses to advanced tuberculosis, necessitating 
euthanasia. Monkeys with advanced disease may be experiencing pain or distress, and these monkeys are classified as 
category E. 

5. Provide scientific justification why pain and/or distress could not be relieved. State methods or means used to determine 
that pain and/or distress relief would interfere with test results. (For Federally mandated testing, see Item 6 below) 

The method used to relieve distress In this situation would be treatment of the actual disease. In humans with 
tuberculosis, treatment involves a long course of antibiotics which eliminates the infection. If we used antibiotics in our 
monkeys, this would no longer be a model for active disease, but would instead be a model of cured tuberculosis. That 
would not further the goals of our research, which is to understand the immune responses associated with various 
outcomes of infection with M. tuberculosis. Therefore, we cannot use antibiotics. Other pain relievers are not standard in 
this treatment. We monitor our animals closely and euthanize them when they display signs of advanced disease.

Protocol No. 0402803 - This project involves producing lesions within the vestibular nuclei, so that the role of the 
vestibular system in maintaining homoestasis during postural alterations can be ascertained. Anesthetics were employed 
during the surgical procedure to produce the lesions, and analgesia was delivered after the surgery. Nonetheless, deep 
sedation would be required to assure that animals were not distressed by the postural instability and balance deficits that 
they experienced immediately following removal of vestibular inputs. Such level of analgesia would not be prudent 
because it would impact on the data collected after the surgery and would also interfere with the animaSs compensation 
of or the effects of the lesion.

It is well established in the human literature that compensation after vestibular lesions occurs more readily if movement is 
attempted than if the patient remains sedentary. Vestibular rehabilitation is based on the notion that improvement can 
only occur following vestibular lesions if subjects make frequent head and body movements. Thus, even if we were to 
sedate animals for several days following surgery, they would likely experience distress after the sedation is discontinued 
(as they did not compensate for the lesion after surgery). We thus deemed it most beneficial both scientifically and for 
the long-term condition of the animal to refrain from providing sedation following removal of vestibular inputs.

There is one lACUC-approved protocol that requires an exemption to the Animal Care 
Standard stipulating provision of the opportunity to exercise for dogs. In this protocol, dogs 
are dosed with test compounds that have been labeled with radioisotopes. The dogs are 
housed in metabolism cages for the collection and quantification of feces and urine. The 
metabolism cages meet or exceed the minimum housing requirements for dogs as defined 
in the Animal Welfare Act, but do not provide sufficient space to exempt dogs from the plan 
for the opportunity to exercise. 

Dogs are exempted from the site Canine Exercise Plan for the duration of the radioisotope 
study. The requirement for the exemption is outlined in the lACUC-approved animal 
protocol and each occurrence is documented in the individual clinical record by a 
BioResources veterinarian. Ten (10) dogs were affected by this exemption during the 
reporting period. 


Pearl River 


Seven (7) dogs were excepted from exercise under an approved lACUC protocol. 
Radioisotopes were administered to the animals requiring the animals to remain in their 
cages in order to collect urine, blood and stool samples. During this time (7 days or less), 
the dogs were allowed to exercise daily in a confined area in order to contain any residual 
radioactivity they may excrete while outside their cages. Once it was determined that the 
amount of radioactivity in the dogs’ urine and feces fell below approval limits, the dogs were 
returned to the general pool.

This experiment determines the effectiveness of new antibiotics in the treatment of Legionella 
disease. Guinea pigs are infected via intratracheal injection with L. pneumophila. One day after 
infection, they are treated with antibiotics currently used in treatment, saline solution alone, or the test 
antibiotic. The treatments are given for 2 to 5 days and the animals observed for a subsequent 5-day 
period. Efficacy of the test antibiotic is compared with the currently used antibiotics. 

5. Provide scientific justification why pain and/or distress could not be relieved. State methods or 
means used to determine that pain and/or distress relief would interfere with test results. (For 
Federally mandated testing, see Item 6 below.) 

No analgesia is given immediately postsurgical period, or later, for several reasons: 

a) There is no observable animal distress in the immediate postoperative period. The animals 
awaken from anesthesia within a few hourc, then are normally active, eating and drinking 
normally. 

b) There is little observable evidence of distress in ill animals, other than tachypnea, as the animals 
tend to become lethargic as they become ill. 

c) The stress of injections may affect survival. 

d) Any depression of respirations by analgesic agents could be fatal in these animals with 
pneumonia. 

e) Since death is not used as an endpoint, clinical observation of the degree of illness, as well as 
weight and temperature, are used as indices of the degree of pneumonia. It is possible that 
analgesia could obscure important clinical signs, or even that it could induce lethargy - which is 
normally a good marker of severe pneumonia. 

Unfortunately, there are no reliable subjective or objective clinical findings that can predict the likelihood 
of death before a point of severe illness in the animals. Therefore, it is necessary to use very severe 
illness as an endpoint, rather than an earlier time point. Some journal reviewers have even criticized the 
present severe illness endpoint, demanding an endpoint of death as being more objective. I am certain 
that the reliability of the animal data would be justifiably attacked, were I to use an earlier time point than 
my present one.

Guinea Pigs; The three hundred two guinea pigs listed in Column E were used on 
Magnusson-Kligman sensitization evaluations, cited in OECD testing guidelines. The 
Magnusson-Kligman is favored in Europe over the less invasive Buehler method and is used by 
sponsors pursuing a global market for their product. The purpose of this study is to assess the 
sensitization potential of a substance following repeated dermal exposure. The initial inductions 
used for these studies involve the use of Freund's Complete Adjuvant injections which produce 
an irritant response. This is a regulatory driven protocol and there are no provisions in the test 
guideline to permit the use of analgesia or anesthetics. The citing for this study is as follows: 

• Organization for Economic Cooperation and Development (OECD) Guidelines for 
Testing of Chemicals, Guideline #406, Skin Sensitization, Adopted by the Council 
on July 17, 1992. 

Currently, the Local Lymph Node Assay (LLNA) using mice is an accepted alternative to the use 
of guinea pigs for sensitization studies. However, this study requires the radioactive 
procedures. In 2002, MB was awarded a Small Business Innovative Research (SBIR) Phase II 
grant for the development and commercialization of a Local Lymph Node Assay using mice but 
eliminating the need for radioactive procedures. This Phase II research will be completed in 
late 2005. It is unknown if or when regulatory approval will occur. 

Rabbits; The two hundred rabbits listed in Section E of the Annual Report were used in EPA or 
OECD dermal or ocular irritation/corrosion studies in which the use of anesthetics has 
the potential to mask or worsen the responses being investigated. The purpose of 
these studies is to determine the irritant or corrosive effect of a substance when applied 
to the skin or eye. In cases where we have reason to believe that ocular or derma! 
reactions may be severe, we recommend to the study sponsor that only one rabbit be 
tested. In cases where the reaction is severe, the sponsor is notified and the animals 
are humanely sacrificed to avoid further pain.

EXEMPTION FROM FEEDING STANDARD 

Explanation of the procedures for which anesthetics will not be given. 

Since we are studying the nutzitioaal emd energetic signals that control 
reproduction, in some of our experiments, animals are food restricted or fested. During 
, fasting or food restriction, no anesthesia or analgesics are given because the animals are 
not in pain or distress. However, despite the fact that the animals are not in pain or 
distress, we have been asked to fill in the number of animals that are food restricted or 
fasted in the space labeled “E” on Interagency Report Control NO. 01800-DOA'AN. 

In our e:q}eriments, hamsters are food restricted or &5ted to the extent that estrous 
cycles axe interrupted but are not restricted further. When animals are fasted or food 
restricted, effects on fertility and ovulation occur long before any other adverse health 
consequences (Merry and Holehan, 1979; Merson and Kirkpatrick, 1981, Bronson, 

1 989). This is because animals have a sensory system designed to detect intemai energy 
availability (Schneider, 1 992). The sensory detectors of fuel availability send signals to 
parts of the brain that control fertility and ovulation as well as those areas that control 
hunger, food intake and caloric homeostasis. My experimoits are designed to study the 
mechanisms that underlie this link between energy and fertility. Thus, in most 
experiments, hamsters are &sted to a degree diat induces infertility and anestrous, but not 
to a degree that causes health problems. This is possible because fertility is affected prior 
to any effect on general health. All of the available information on the effects of food 
deprivation in Syrian hamsters comes fiom work in my own laboratory or in the 
latoratories of Drs. George N. Wade and Lawrence P. Morin. For example. Dr. Morin 
(Morin, 1975; 1 986) found that a 48 hour fest, but not a 24 or 36 hour fest, on days I and 
2 of the estrous cycle induced anestrus, but Ibis &st had no other health effects. NOTE: 
Hamsters have a 4-day estrous cycle with ovulation and estrous behavior occurring on 
Day 4. One important piece of evidence demonstrating that a 48 h of &st is not harmful 
to Syrian hamsters is that when the 48 hour fast occurs on Days 2 and 3, Days 3 and 4, or 
on Days 4 and 1 or the cycle, there is no effect on estrous cyclicity (the hamsters showed 
normal ovulation rates and vigorous sex behavior). Ovulation and estrous behavior are 
inhibited only when the &st occurs on Days 1 and 2 of the estrous cycle, but not on any 
other days. Morin also found that oonnd estrous behavior co\ild be easily reinstated in 
the 48 hour fasted hamsters by giving an tnjeefion of estradiol. Furthermore, the effects 
on estrous cyclicity are rapidly reversed when the hamsters are returned to ad lib feeding. 

I subsequently demonstrated that the same 48 hour &st had no effect on estrous cyclicity 
or health in previously fattened hamstos (Schneider and Wade, 1989, Schneider and 
Wade, 1990). Thus, a 48 hour fast has no effect on estrous cyclicity whatsoever when the 
hamsters have a high body feit content In general, file fatter the hamster, the longer the 
period of food restriction necessaiy to induce anestrous. As long as the hamsters have 
been fed ad libitum prior to the 48 h fast, there is little effect on fertility. Again, it is 
critical to understand that the effects on fertility occur prior to any generalized health 
problems. In my experiments, the most extreme form of caloric restriction will be a 60 h 
fast that occurs on days 1 and 2 of the estrous cycle. Body weight is recorded and 
general health condition is monitored daily. In addition to a fasted group, other groups 
will be fasted and injected (or infused) with metabolic fuels or nutrients to examine fiieir 
role in maintenance of normal reproductive function. Hamsters in the laboratory tend to 



become obese as they grow older. In some experiments, obese hamsters will be restricted 
to 85% of their ad libitum intake for up to one week prior to the start of the experiment 
to insure that they are not too fat, but still show normal estrous cycles and no signs of 
poor health. 



Analgesics are not appropriate because we are measuring indices of estrous 
cyclicity which is under control of hypothalamic luteinizing hormone releasing hormone 
(LHRH), also known as gonadotropin releasing hormone (GnjRfQ. LHRH and LH levels 
are adversely aifected by opiates because it is well-known that opiates and opiate 
derivatives, including analgesics such as buprenoiphine, butoiphenol and morphine, 
affect pitiutaiy honnone secretion and hypothalamic LHRH (GnRH) secretion (2-12).

The dogs were used to evaluate the analgesic effects of compounds using an induced knee-joint synovitis 
(inflammation of the joint lining) model. Dogs would be given via oral administration (pre-treatment) with a control or 
analgesic test compound two hours prior to induction. For induction, the knee was prepared like for sterile surgery 
(clipping of the hair, betadine and alcohol scrubs). One mL of sterile, pyrogen-free saline containing carageenan was 
injected into the knee joint 2 hours after pre-treatment. If the knee joint is uncomfortable, the dog shifts its weight to 
other legs and this shift (which may be subtle), can be detected by measuring the paw pad pressure (measure of how 
much weight the dog bears on the affected limb). The analgesic quality of the test drugs were evaluated compared to 
negative and positive controls (see 5 below) based upon the difference in paw pad pressures. 

Paw pressure readings were taken every half hour after induction following signs of synovitis induction. Animals not 
receiving analgesics may experience mild to moderate pain with recovery starting within approximately 5 hours after 
injection of the knee joint. By protocol, animals were to be given analgesics if severe pain noted/persisted (in which 
case the data after that point could not be used). No such analgesics were needed.

Four animals (positive controls) were administered an analgesic (indomethacin) and four animals were used as an 
untreated control (negative control) to provide ability to evaluate the analgesic (pain-relieving) properties of test 
articles. The remaining (12) of these animals received an investigational analgesic. The 4 control animals could not 
receive analgesics or anti-inflammatory agents because this would invalidate them as control animals (reference 
standard). Likewise, no additional analgesics or anti-inflammatory agents could be used on the 12 that received an 
investigational analgesic but no other analgesics: they all were classified as Category E. The four positive controls 
received a compound known to provide analgesia, and were categorized as Category D.

The ferrets were used to evaluate the emetic effects (ones that nausea and/or vomiting) of compounds. The ferret is 
susceptible to emesis (vomiting) and is an established model for this. The experimental compounds (lest articles) to 
be evaluated are given to the ferrets and the ferrets observed for emesis or other signs of nausea.

The procedures are not painful, but nausea or emesis can be associated with distress in people and therefore all 
animals (whether exhibiting clinical signs or not) were included as Category E. Anti-emetics, sedatives, tranquillizers 
or other such compounds can not be used, as these may affect (increase or decrease) the nausea/emesis that may 
be caused by a test article. Such treatment would preclude the study objective (assessment if emesis occurs). 

By protocol, animals were to be given acepromazine to control severe signs of emesis (in which case the data after 
that point could not be used) or were to be euthanized if severe such signs were not relieved. No such treatment was 
needed.
